^Shri Shamrao Naik : Sir, I have moved an amendment 
to Clause 2 of the Bill. It seeks to provide that such words 
fdkd expressions as have been used in this Bill but which have 
not been defined shall have the same meaninjg as assigned td 
them in the Criminal Procedure Code and the Indian Penal 
Code*; Otherwise, a difficulty may arise as to the interoreta- 
tion of such words. Pdr example, such words as ‘wtear*, 
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‘Judgment’, ‘Court’, etc. have not been defined in this Bill, 
though they have been used in the Bill. By my amendment, 

I desire that such meaning as has been assigned to those words 
in the Indian Penal Code and Criminal Procedure Code should 
be assigned to them while interpreting those words in relation 
to this Bill. I moved this amendment in order to remove 
any difficulty that may arise in construing those words. My 
amendment does not seek to curtail anything contained in the 
Bill. It is purely a formal one and I think it will be acceptable 
to the Member in-charge of the Bill. ,I request the Member 
in-charge of the Bill to kindy accept my amendment.
